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NAKED EYE ASTRONOMY. 

The beautiful group of stars known as 
the constellation of Scorpio may be easily 
found at this date. About the middle of 
June Scorpio occupies a position directly 
south at t0 p. m., and may readily be lo: 
cated by the brilliant red star, Antares, 
which indicates the Scorpion's heart. 

Sagitarius was nearly in full view at 
the abors mentioned time, and just now 
may be easily recognized from having the 
planet Jupiter within its boundaries. Ju: 
piter will be noticed shining with a most 
brilliant, eteady light, unlike the brilliancy 
of Antares, however, the latter sparkling 
and flashing, from the fact that he shines 
from light of his own creation, while the 
planet’s light is reflected from the sun. 

The other constellations now in view 
are Virgo, in the southwest, of which 
Spica is the principal member; Libra half 
way between Virgo and Scorpio; Bootes 
slightly to the west of the zenith point, 
with Arcturus as its principal star; Leo, 
well toward the west, Regulas being its 
brightest member; Corona Borealis, or 
Northern Crown, directly overhead; Her- 
cules a littie farther east, and Lyra slightly 
toward the northeast, the latter having 
Vega, a brilliant white star, as its bright- 
est member. 


It mav be counted as certainty that 
space abounds in opaque bodies which 
were destined to subserve the same, or 
higher, ends and purposes which Earth 
gubserves at the pretent time. Wherever 
a sun exists, about that sun as a center, 
numerous worlds are performing their pe 
riods of revolution and rotation fn their 
several creative states, even as the worlds 
within our own system, 

Many years ago the theory was ad- 
vanced that variable stars, like Algol in 
the head of Medusa, Mira in the Whale, 
and others with regular periods of varia- 
bility, owed their changea to the influence 
of opaque bodies. It was supposed that 
these bodies regularly came between their 
primaries and the Earth, thus shutting off 
à part of the source of light to such an ex- 
tent as to cause a star of second magni- 
tude to appear, for a limited period, of 
third, fourth, and even of less magnitude. 

This theory, like many others connected 
with astronomical research, seems most 
reasonable when it is least thought upon 
or investigated. Divine law in the side-

Ifa living person's spirit was to be eum- 
moned, this was done with a piece of some 
wood having mystte properties; but if the 
spirit of whe departed, a leaf from an offer- 
ing ata grave of a plant used for such 
Purposes, is used. Then alter some form 
of ritual, an incantation, the spirit speaks 
througn the medium. 
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Another cause in the variability in the 
light and heat manifested by certain stars, 
may be the fact that such stars owe their 
full brilliancy to the favorable situation of 
double, triple, or multiple members, the 
collection appearing a6 one star to the 
naked eye, and, in some Cases, even to the 
most powerlul telescope yet invented. 
Especially may this be true of atars whose 
variability progresses very slowly. 

The star (Castor, of the constellation 
Gemini, is made up of at least two mem» 
bers, a larger and a smaller, and may be 
classed witn those stars whose changes in 
luster proceed by steps almost indiscerni» 
ble. The revolution of these two member» 
around their center of gravity is performed 
in about 350 years. and if, at certain acc 
tions of their orbits, they appear nearly in 
line with each other and the terrestrial ob- 
server, and at other poinis they are at 
right angles with the point of observation, 
then the slow change in appearance of 
Castor may be accounted tor. 

If successive observations have con: 
firmed the supposition that Castor and 
other stars are slowly decreasing in bril 
liancy, the period must also arrive when 
the order will reversed, and these stars 
will regain their former magnitude, if the 
changes are due to variation or orbital 
movements. 

The variations in Algol, mentioned 
above, are comparatively rapid, the entire 
period occupying less than three days, 
and they can scarcely be supposed to be 
caused by the same influences that may 
produce the wane of Castor’s light. 
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the same direction which the Sun seems to 


follow in his daily journey across the 
heavens. ý 

There are manr theories concerning 
this phenomenon and its effects, and it is 
enveloped in more or less of the inexplic 
able. 

It has been asserted that a planet of 
considerable volume, almost equal to Mer- 
cury, in fact, occupies a place within the 
limits of the space where the zodiacal 
light is seen. At each eclipse of the Sun 
careful search has been made for this in- 
tra-Mercurial member. There was a time 
when “Vulcan” (for such the new planet 
was named) was an accepted fact, but 
later and more careful observations have 
brought no confirmation of the existence 
ot a body of any considerable size between 
Mercury and the Sun.—Chas, H. Mackay, 
in Esoteric.

ARCHÆOLOGICAL DISCOVERIES. 


Í 
Ruins of Once Popuk Cities Found in 
Southern Mexico und Yucatan. 


Recently returned explorers from the 
state of Chiapas confirm and add to the re- 
markab‘e reporte concerning important 
archicological discoveries, A fine broad 
paved road built by prehistoric inhabi- 
tants, has been traced from Tonale down 
into Guatemala and thence in a curve up 
again into Mexico, terminating at Palen- 
que. A'l along this road are still to be 
seen the remaina of ruined cities and a 
careful estimate of the population of these 
places is about thirty millions. On that 
part of the road near Palenque the ruins 
are of great magnitude. Houses four and 
five stories high have been found in the 
depths of the forest. Many of these houses 
are pyrmidial in form, and so covered are 
some of them with vegetable mould that 
large trees are growing from the roofs. 
In some of the houses great employment 
has been made of stone beams of tremen- 
dous weight, and the architecture indicates 
a high degree of ecientific attainments. In 
some houses visited bronze lamps have 
been discovered, and the interior and ex- 
terior mural decorations of the more im- 
portant houses consists of panelings filled 
with elaborate carved figures, almost life- 
aize, two types of men and women being 
represented, some plainly Egyptian and 
others genuine Africans. In front of the 
house the explorers found fourteen sculp- 
tures of gods with folded arms. The work 
of exploration was one of extreme difficul- 
ty, owing to the density of the forest and 
unwillingness of the Indians to enter the 
ancient edifices, they averring that the 
buildings were inhabited by spirits. 

Another discovery was that an enor 
mous paved road extends from Palerque 
across Yucatan to the island of Cozumet, 
and is continued on the island. The ex- 
plorers went to Chiapas on private busi- 
ness, but incidently became interested in 
the “ork of exploring the ruins, and they 
suggest that the government fit out an ex- 

dition to make # complete map of this 
wondertully interesting region, regarding 
which little, comparatively, is known 
even after 60 many years since the white 
men knew of its existence. The Palenque 
explorers assert that they have discovered 
in the edifices before mentioned examples 
of a perfect arch, One explorer is a scien. 
tifically trained man, who has recently ar- 
rived from India, and by his account the 
region from Chiapas to Yucatan must 
have been the seat of a densely populous 
nation,
